WASHINGTON Cff*)—The 


senate investigations subcom- 
mittee today blamed 48 er- 
rors and army red tape—but 
not subversion—for the pro- 
motion and honorable dis- 
charge of Maj. Irving Peress 
after he refused to say wheth- 
er he was a Communist. 


It said Secretary of the Army 


Stevens, or perhaps some o£ hiu 
Pentagon bosses, did "a. disserv- 
ice" to the country by what it 
termed concealing- facts about the 
case of the New York dentist for 
almost a year. It also accused 
"the department of the army" of 
some deceptive practice* toward 
congress. 


But it made no mention of »ub- 


version in a formal report saying 
the case showed ''individual errors 
in judg:m*nt, lack of proper coor- 
dination, ineffective administration 
procedures, inconsistent Applica- 
tion of investigating regulations, 
and excessive delays."

Soothes Democrats in 
Repudiation of Treaties

WASHINGTON U)-In their 1952 


campaign platform the Republi- 
-ans had two paragraphs on the 
Russian satellites: one full of dy- 
namite, which made good political 
propaganda at the time, and the 
other harmless. 


After their election they backed 


off from the dynamite-laden para- 
graph. They had failed to carry 
through on it. Three years later 
they are pushing for a revised ver- 
sion of the harmless one, with 
Democrat*' help. 


Th« explosive paragrph said the 


Republicans would "repudiate" all 
waitime "secret understandings" 
with 
the 
Russians 
which 
aid 


'Communist enslavement." 


The other said: "It will be made 


clear, on the highest authority of 
the President and Congiess, "that 
United States policy . . . looks- 
happily forward to the genuine in- 
dependence of those captive peo- 
ples." 


This is what happened: 
President Eisenhower, after tak- 


ing office in 1953, said he knew of 
no agreements still secret in the 
sense of not being known. If this 
country started repudiating war- 
time agreements, 
the 
Russians 


might retaliate by canceling some 
which this country didn't want re- 
pudiated—for example, the divi- 
sion of Berlin between West and 
East. 


So, instead of repudiating any- 


thing, Eisenhower suggested that 
Congress, then run by his Repub- 
licans, adopt a resolution which 
would say: " . . . The United 
States rejects any interpretation . 


- . of agreements . . . which 


have been perverted to bring about 
the subjugation of free peoples . " 


That was soothing enough to the 


Democrats, who argued "the war- 
time agreements would have been 
all right if the Russians hadn't 
deceitfully used them to enuap the 
Centrau European countries. 


Soothes Democrats 


Eisenhower had to consider the 


Democrats' feelings too. The Re- 
publicans had control of Congress 
only by a hair. But Eisenhower's 
proposal was too weak to suit some 
Republicans. The whole thing was 
shelved. 


Last month, as Eisenhower pre- 


pared to meet the Russians at Ge- 
neva, 
Sen. McCarthy 
(R-Wis) 


tried to get the Senate to pass a 
resolution calling upon the Presi- 
dent to demand of the Russians 
that they agree to discuss the 
"status" of Communist control in 
Europe and Asia? 


The Democrats run Congress 


row but Republicans and Demo- 
crats joined almost solidly — the 
vote was 77 - 4 — to kill that idea. 
Opponents said it was butting intd 
Eisenhower's authority, it would 
have tied his hands at Geneva, 
and it might have wrecked the 
conference. 


Wednesday the Senate Foregin 


Relations Committee unanimously 
approved a resolution which had 
joint Democratic and Republican 
backing, and had Eisenhower's 
apnioval.

Hope and Fear at the Summit 


It is certainly odd. to put it mildly, how many question 


marks surround the coming Big Four meeting at the "Sum- 
mit." Nearly every speculation on this topic begins with a 
question. Yet few end with a clear-answer. 


Thus, while Western Europe is clinging to its hopes for 


the Geneva meeting, in Washington, on the contrary, there 
is profound skepticism regarding the outcome. 


Our European allies—with the notable exception of 


West Germany's wise Chancellor Konrad Adenauer—seem 
to believe that there is more behind Moscow's "new look" 
than meets the naked eye. President Eisenhower, on the 
other hand, is said to temper his high hopes that doubts 
about the Reds' peace drive, suspecting it is designed chiefly 
to induce a relaxation in the Western defense system.

Moreover, there is a feeling in state department circles 


that Russia is negotiating from weakness brought on by 
grave internal troubles in the Red bloc. 


Who is right: Britain and France or the U. S.? It is 


perhaps too soon to say. But it is not too soon to suggest 
that neither in Europe nor in the U. S. are the diplomats 
really concentrating on the major issue. 


And the major issue is: How to maintain the unity of 


the hard-won NATO Alliance—despite Moscow's blandish- 
ments of a political "new deal" and "peaceful co-existence." 


When diplomats say they are hopeful or skeptical about 


the Geneva conference, they usually refer to the prospects 
of reaching a satisfactory ' settlement with the Moscow- 
Peiping Axis. • This, of course, is important. But it is not 
all-important.

It will not be the first time—nor is it likely to be the last 


—when a conference with the Reds has ended in deadlock. 
However, the - conference could end with another split be- 
tween the NATO powers. That would be really tragic. 


Such a split actually, occurred at last year's Geneva talk 


on Korea and Indochina. By skillfully playing on the differ- 
ences between the U. S., Britain and France, Russia's Vya- 
cheslav Molotov and Red China's Premier Chou En-lai were 
able to thwart Korean unity and gain in addition a big slice 
of Indochina. 


The Reds hope to gain as much, if not more, at the 


Summit" conference. 


Under the circumstances, it seems to us, the urgent need 


of the moment is surely for all comment, official and pri- 
vate, in the free countries to avoid unnecessary exaggera- 
tion of difference sand help President Eisenhower, Britain's 
Prime Minister Anthony Eden and French Premier Edgar 
Faure to speak with one voice in the defense of the free 
world.

NEW YORK—The public is the judge of such matters, and my 


judgment as a member of the public is that Winston Burdett, the 
•'news" broadcaster of CBS, did not vindicate himself in his confession 
of perfidy done as a Communist. Neither has Columbia Broadcasting- 
System justified its conduct in suppressing this employee's story from 
1951 until it came out in a senatorial inquiry. On 
Ihe contrary, Columbia's conduct lemmds me that 
it used the air, which belongs to you and me, to 
raise clamor against Senator Joe McCarthy, employ- 
ing- for that purpose one Egbert P.. Murrow, a man 
of no actual authority although he is, of course, 
"famous." a word which of itself connotes no merit. 


After all, Eleanor Roosevelt is famous. 
Murrow had been a busy beaver in earlier years 


organizing a series of "seminars" for American col- 
lege people in Soviet Moscow. He was in charge of 
Columbia's activities in Europe at or about the time 
that Burdett was hired over there for Columbia and 
in? for Soviet Russia against countries which hav» now become Soviet 
satellites. 


Do I overemphasize the fact that Murrow, for Columbia and the 


Aluminum Corporation, sang the theme song of those who bait Red- 
baiters? Congressional inquiries wete overdone; McCarthy's "methods" 
were a menace to freedom of thought and political choice and innocent 
persons were smeared by "irresponsible" accusers. Should I ignore 
the fact that during Murrow's prolonged abuse of McCarthy. Columbia, 
itself, was suppressing a hot news story concerning an employe who 
was set forth by Columbia as a reporter of new»? 


If the Burdett story was not 


news, then the judgment of most 
of the papcis of the United States 
was very faulty in playing up his 
confession as a shocking revelation

that his confession was prompted 
by noble motives. 
On that point, 


incidentally, I persist in wondering 
whether his motives were as noble 
as he and Columbia would have 
us believe.

in personal embarrassment, had 
served under Jacob Golos, the 
same Communist master-spy who 
hired Burdett. 


Not all spies in an "apparatus'* 


know one another and Miss Bent- 
ley may have been unable to put 
a finger on Burdett. But there is 
no reason to assume that Burdette 
could have kept his secret forever 
if he had not confessed. Another 
point worth noting- here is that the 
New York Times played clown the 
Burdett story by comparison with 
other papers. The times' scale of 
news value is unique and its own 
business. May I suspect that this 
gallant warrior for freedom of 
conscience and against "McCar- 
thyism" gave weight to the fact 
that two of its own employes were 
named as former Communists in 
Burdetta' testimony? 


Senator Eastland, of Mississippi, 


who is running the sub-committee 
which broke the story, is Joe Mc- 
Carthy's successor. 
His work de- 


seives praise but he was much too 
eager to excuse Columbia's con- 
duct. His expressions suggest that 
Columbia bravely performed some 
fine public service in suppressing- 
for years information which finally 
came out through a legislative 
process which the whole anti-Mc- 
Carthy claque has condemned for 
years. 
Columbia and the other 


big 
chains certainly have 
the 


power to blast a public man. as 
McCarthy and Roy Cohn found 
out. 
But I do not want to suspect 


that Eastland was trying to pro- 
pitiate Columbia for an ulterior 
reason. 


Two of the persons named by 


Burdette as Communists have had 
interesting careers. 
Burdett said 


Hyman Charniak was a member 
of the Brooklyn Eagle's secret 
Communist unit. 
Charniak was 


interviewed in Munich and what 
do you think his job is? He is a 
liaison officer for the Crusade for 
Freedom, which calls itself 
"a 


project of the American Heritage 
Foundation." 
I find the names of 


many suspect persons on the long 
roster of this "crusade" strange- 
ly commingled with the names of 
respectable citizens. Some of these 
latter mr« always getting roped 
into things. Henry Ford is chair- 
man of the board of the Heritage 
Foundation and you probably know 
of the strang-e political activities 
of the Ford Foundation and his 
Fund for the Republic. 
If not, 


look to the hearings and report of 
the Reece Committee. The "Cru- 
sade" boasts that it has "exposed 
Red collaborators," but Charniak 
would only say that he preferred 
not to comment on Burdett's ac- 
cusation. 


If anyone should testify that I 


ever was a Communist or a know- 
ing- associate of traitors I would 
prove- him a liar and wipe out 
that smear absolutely. 
Charniak 


could, too if Burdett lied. 


Burdett also named one Amos 


Landman, who in turn, took the 
Fifth Amendment about his past, 
denying only that he was a Com- 
munist the day he testified. But 
how did Landman get a "grant'1 
from the Ford Foundation for a 
sojourn for study in Bombay? 


After Murrow got through rough- 


housing: McCarthy, he did an elab- 
orate, expensive apology for J. 
Robert Oppenheimer on Colum- 
bia's TV for Alcoa. Ford's Fund 
for the Republic undertook to dis- 
tribute prints of the film free to 
any school that should ask for it. 


Yet, when Congressman Carroll 


Reece, of Tennessee, exposed A 
great many weird activities bv 
foundations most of the press and 
radio abused him savagely. 


In 318 relief programs last year, 


the American Red Cross gave

ous illness nor a menace to good 
health.

placed hairiness in women is tin- 
doubtediy a source of a great deal 
of 
mental 
suffering 
and 
pre- 


sumably prevents at least * few, 
who are otherwise highly quali- 
fied, from enteiing into matri- 
mony and leading normal family 
lives. For these reasons, if for no 
other, the subject of superfluous 
hair deserves discussion in a col- 
umn devoted to health, 


WHY SOME WOMEN have more 


hair than others is poorly under- 
stood. Only occasionally is exces- 
sive hairiness caused by disease. 


If the hair starts giowing rap- 


idly in unwanted spots of the body, 
careful physical examination and 
diagnostic studies should be made. 


In most cases, however, tb« 


hairiness of the face or arms is 
unexplained except that some in- 
herited factor from one or the 
other parent may have had some- 
thing to do with it. 


There are several ways of at- 


tacking this problem. The hair can, 
be shaved. This is satisfactory for 
a short time but generally results 
in a gradual thickening of the hair 
and its even more conspicuous re- 
growth later. 
The hair can be 


bleached or dyed, but the hair 
continues to grow out so this has 
to be repeated frequently. 


THE HAIR MAY BE "taken off! 


with hair removers which often 
consists of some kind of wax which 
fastens to the hairs and pulls 
them out by the roots. 


This is uncomfortable and, of 


course, the hair will grow again. 


There are also devices for ruT>.' 


bing the hair off which some worn* 
en use with reasonable satisfac-1 
lion, I am told. 


In all 
likelihood, 
the 
safest 


method of permanent removal of 
excessive 
hair is treating 
the 


roots of the hair by the electric 
needle. It is somewhat costly and 
usually takes a fairly long time, 
but newer methods when used by' 
skilled «lectrologi.«ts are said to, 
be faster and less painful than' 
with methods of the past. 


ANOTHER !\rETHOD of remov-, 


ing the hair has been tried. This 
is the use of X-rays—a dangerous 
method. Several cases of severe. 
burns caused by X-rays used for 
removing excessive h'air have been 
reported. 


Not long ago one person com- 


plained of sever burns on the arms 
and legs resulting from 
X-ray, 


treatments taken over a four-yeap 
period for removal of hair—but 
the hair was not even removed. , 


However, some skin specialists 


maintain that when properly per- 
formed it is the best method of 
all. If it is tried one should make 
certain that the treatments are 
given by someone highly skilled in 
the use of this method.

Dulles Arrives 
For Paris Talks 


PARIS UP)— U. S. Secretary of 


State Dulles flew into Paris today 
to help put the finishing: touches 
on Western strategy for the Big 
Four summit conference. 


The American secretary was to 


confer today and Friday with 
French Foreign Minister Antoine 
Pinay and British Foreign Secre- 
tary Harold Macmillan to complete 
coordination of Western policy for 
the Geneva talks. 


They will meet Saturday with 


the North Atlantic Council to out- 
line the Western policy to their 
NATO partners' foreign, ministers. 


In an airport statement, Dulles 


declared that "great hopes are in 
the air" that steps will be taken 
at Geneva toward a peace settle- 
ment "rich in human values." 


Dulles indicated as he left Wash- 


ington Wednesday night that agree- 
ment with MacMillan and Pinay 
would be easy to achieve. The 
Western allies, he said, "see eye 
to eye", on matters likely "to come 
up when President Eisenhower, 
British Prime Minister Eden, and 
French Premier Edgar Faure sit 
down in Geneva with Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikolai Bulganin. 


"This initial unity is a good be- 


ginning- of our efforts- to reach 
agreement with the Soviet Union 
on the stated purposes of the 
Geneva conference," Dulles said. 


Dulles said again that he expects 


the Geneva talks to lay the ground- 
work for future harmony efforts 
rather than reach major decisions.

Mrs. Miller Will 
Appeal Verdict 


Woman Guilty of Advising 
Young Men to Evade Draft 


BRATTLEBORO; Vt. (B—Mrs. 


Lucille S. Miller, 45, stood convict- 
ed/today on 18 counts of advising 
voung men to evade military serv- 
ice. 


Federal Judge Ernest W. Gibson 


said he will sentence her Aug. 8. 
However, Mrs. Miller's lawyers 
have announced they will appeal. 


The jury returned its verdict 


Wednesday after deliberating- a 
little more than an hour, after a 
three day trial. 


Mrs. Miller, the only defense 


witness, took the stand following 
five unsuccessful attempts by her 
counsel lor a dismissal of the in- 
dictments. One of the arguments 
for dismissal was an assertion that 
the draft law is a violation of the 
13th Amendment against involun- 
tary servitude. 


Deliberate Violation 


A high point in Mrs. Miller's 


testimony came when she replied 
lo a question asxed her by U.S. 
Arty. Louis G. Whitcomb. He asked 
her if she "deliberately intended" 
to violate the law when she wrote 
to the nine young men, advising 


them to evade the draft. Her 
answer was, "I certainly did." 


Mrs. Miller and her husband 


Manuel, 47, a justice of the peace 
at Bethel, gained national attention 
when they withstood efforts of a 
U.S. marshal and police to serve 
Mrs. Miller with a court order 
committing her to a mental hospi- 
tal. 


A tear gas attack finally forced 


the husband to lay down his rifle 
after a 12-hour siege. Mrs. Miller 
was sent to St. Elizabeth's Hospital 


in Washington, D. C., but later was 
declared sane. 


Husband Next 


Ker husband is scheduled to go 


on trial next Monday on charges 
of resisting a U.S. marshal. 


During the trial the prosecution 


called nine young men to the 
stand. All testified Mrs. Miller had 
sent them letters counseling them 
to avoid the draft into military 
service. 


Maximum sentence for Mrs. Mil- 


ler could run as high as 90 years 
and fines of $180.000.
